AST summer I was fortunate to be a member of the 
Sixth Seminar for the study of Latin-American Prob- 
lems, which was held in Mexico City during the 
month of July. The Seminar is fostered by a number of 
prominent Anglo-Americans,and this summer included 140 
teachers and professional people from the United States. 

Each morning, from 10:30 o'clock un- 
til one, the group was addressed, or es- 
corted about the city by prominent Mexi- 
cans, including the members of Presi- 
dent Rubio’s cabinet, artists, writers, and 
scientists. In the afternoon, from four 
until nine, round tables were conducted 
by Anglo-Americans. Carlton Beals and 
Guy Inman, well known writers of Latin- 
American life, were leaders, also Judge 
Florence Allen, Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Ohio, and several others. 

The first aim of the Seminar was to 
give the members an appreciation of the 
National feeling of the Mexican people. 

The first morning we met His Excel- 
lency, Sr. Estroda, Minister of Foreign 
Relations. He told us why the Mexicans 
loved Dwight Morrow. When Mr. Mor- 
row went to Mexico City and was driven 
to the Embassy, he saw over the gates a 
plaque which said “The American Em- 
bassy”. When he left the automobile, he 
told a servant to take down from over the Embassy gate 
that plaque; and in two or three days another was put 
up which said, “The Embassy of the United States of 
America”. “The old one”, said Senor Estroda, “was typi- 
cal of the attitude of the Anglo-American before Mr. 
Morrow’s time. We hope the second is the attitude of the 
Anglo-American before Mr. Morrow’s time. We hope the 
second is the attitude of the present and the future.” 

The purity of Mexico was one of the things from which 
no one could escape. There were beggars in the streets. 
Although President Rubio is trying to prevent them from 
begging publicly; and it is strictly forbidden to carry or 
send a photograph of one across the border. Just a little 
better than the beggars were the lines of people selling 
a few small articles so that they might make a few pen- 
nies: Slices of pineapple or melon, done up in waxed 
paper, small bananas in bunches of two or three, a few 
tiny toys, on the edge of the sidewalks; and the army of 
men, women and children selling tickets for the Govern- 
ment Lottery on a commission. This poverty extended 
from the individuals to the Government. The Government 
officials, many of them at least, had been unpaid for 
several months. 

The museum, so rich in treasures of the old civilizations 
of America, was not adequately supported. The University 


the gift without the giver is bare. 


was so reduced in library and laboratory equipment that 
it seemed impossible that they can still produce the 
scholars in Mexico who are so much respected by the 
world at large. 

The members of the Seminar enjoyed particularly the 
trips and the hospitality shown. We visited Indian vil- 


lages and dedicated and laid corner 
stones for their schools, for the thousands 
of Indian villages are now demanding 
schools of their own. The bands played; 
little plays were staged, the treasures of 
their churches shown, and refreshments 
of dried fruit were served with the charm 
and grace of true hospitality. 

Two events stood out especially in that 
month in Mexico. The first was the re- 
ception given by President Rubio. The 
President met his guests in the roof gar- 
den of Chapultepec, and it commands 
one of the finest views that the world has 
to offer. One sees below the magnificient 
trees of the park which surrounds the 
Castle, and beyond, the turrets and spires 
of the beautiful churches and palaces of 
Mexico City, then the great lake and 
finally the towering mountains, several 
of them snow-clad, that completely sur- 
round Mexico City. The President re- 
ceived us quite cordially, although it was 
a trying time, for Mexico was still shocked by the murder 
of the President’s nephew in Oklahoma. After the recep- 
tion, we were taken through the historic old palace, with 
Maximilians State rooms still untouched, its display of 
gifts received from all parts of the world, and we were 
permitted to see the presidential dining-room and bowling 
galley. 

The second big event was a dinner served by the Gov- 
ernor of Puebla, at which was served brain soup, meat 
dried and dipped in powdered chili, green peppers broil- 
ed with all their seeds and other foods of such nature. 
The thing that amazed us was to see a home where 140 
persons were served to a nine-course dinner with appar- 
ently no inconvenience. 

We left Mexico with regret. We had reveled in its 
natural beauty and the beauty of its cities built in the 
days of the Colonial Empire when money and labor were 
not considered. We loved the spirit of kindliness and hos- 
pitality extended to us as individuals. We had been in- 
terested in the remains of the ancient civilizations and 
would like to watch the development of the new national 
spirit which is making itself felt.

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TELL HISTORY 
OF ENGINEERS 


N OCTOBER 13, 1931, the J. C. Engineers, the 

only active professional organization on the junior 

college campus, came into existence. The club was 
designed and organized around the idea of promoting and 
furthering knowledge in the field of science and engineer- 
ing. This was to be accomplished in several ways. First. 
to acquaint the members with problems confronting en- 
gineers and scientists through educational lectures by men 
prominent in their fields; second, by actually — solving 
some of these problems in the laboratory through methods 
recognized in the world at large; and third, by field trips 
to various industrial and commercial plants in — this 
vicinity. 

Aldon Melzian, president of the club, was first to formu- 
late the idea of such an organization and with the help 
of other students interested in such a club, organized and 
put the idea on a concrete basis. H. O. Russell, well-known 
in science and engineering work, was chosen club adviser. 
Technical advisers also include Robert R. Benson, civil; 
R. G. Bond, mechanical; Mabel G. Whiting, mathematics; 
and H. A. Scott, chemical and geological. 

Besides Melzian, other officers include Bernard Sharp- 
ley, vice president; Glover Hendrickson, secretary; and 
Clifford Hannah, treasurer. Because the club is a purely 
professional one, membership is rated highly and only 
those students who can comply with the stringent scholas- 
tic requirements are eligible. 

Aside from the other club activities, the Engineers are 
promoting the idea of furthering the science and engineer- 
ing spirit among other junior colleges in the state. This 
work is done through the affiliations committee. Since the 
members are divided as to interest in the fields of science 
and engineering, five divisions have been made in the club. 
These are as follows: aeronautics, electrical, mechanical, 
chemical, and civil. It is through these groups that the 
individual projects are worked out. For example: — the 
chemical group has been experimenting with a method of 
determining the hydrogen ion concentration by means of 
electricity: the aeronautics group is contemplating the 
building of a small wind tunnel for the purpose of de- 
termining the relative efficiency of various types of wing 
sections, fuselages, ete. The other groups, particularly the 
mechanical group, are as active. The mechanical group is 
planning to construct a test block, on which it will mount 
a motor, for the purpose of testing the relative value of 
certain grades of fuel and the power that each will de- 
velop. 

To date the Engineers have had one very successful field 
trip. They went to Randsburg, where as the guests of G. O. 
Cole, manager and part owner of the Kelly mine and W. 
F. Allen, Jr., manager of the Yellow Aster mine, they 
visited both of these mining properties and were told many 
interesting things about mining processes, and the work 
that confronts a mining engineer. They went underground

PLAN NEW TYPE 
OF ASSEMBLIES 


EFICIENCIES in the knowledge of etiquette on 
the campus and at social functions have caused 
faculty members and the Executive Board to con- 


sider the development of a new kind of monthly assembly. 
Students will be taught correct behavior at dances, teas, 
and other social events. 

It is not to be thought that these new assemblies, which 
at present are indefinitely arranged, will be uninteresting, 
for everything is to be done to make them appealing and 
instructive, according to Lewis Bates, assembly chairman. 
The men and women will be placed in different divisions; 
thus, each party may become acquainted with its duty in 
etiquette. Faculty advisers will take charge of the various 
discussions, which are to be enlivened by illustrations 
and programs. 

George Griflith, president of the Associated Students, 
expresses his opinion on the proposed subject: “I am in 
favor of the movement for assemblies to further the pur- 
pose of etiquette, which after all is a part of our educa- 
tion. I feel that correct manners have not been stressed 
enough in the past.” 

With an indefinite decision on the matter of etiquette, 
plans for the customary list of weekly assemblies have 
heen prepared. Many organizations have offered to fur- 
nish entertainment. The junior college faculty is ready to 
finance any group wishing to obtain a distinguished 
speaker, it is learned. 

The proposal of exchange assemblies with various jun- 
ior colleges is open for discussion. These inter-scholastic 
programs would augment competition and a desire to pro- 
mote the best local talent possible, Bates believes. 

Another Longfellow’s fashion show will be given soon. 
An exact date has not been set. Other organizations offer- 
ing their services are the Sisterhood of Spinsters. Beta 
Gamma. Associated Women Students, Junior Lions, the 
y. M. and the ¥. W. associations. The drama department. 
under the direction of Ernest Crozier Phillips, will pre- 
sent a number of one-act plays next semester, according to 
Bates. Newly-selected casts are working on “White Ele- 
phants”, “Pearls”, “The Knife”, “The Naked Boy”, and 
“The Trap”. “The Kleiptomaniac’’, under Miss Bonnie 
Kaiser, student director, is ready for presentation. 

Members of the music department, including the two 
glee clubs, the orchestra, and the band, will present pro- 
grams. A dance assembly may be brought about through 
the cooperation of this division. Pep assemblies will be 
held from time to time. 

As a closing item in the assembly forecast, the possibili- 
ties of class conclaves present themselves. The Executive 
Board believes that such meetings would create good fel- 
lowship, interest, and lively competition. An exchange of 
programs would be used to heighten enthusiasm. 

The object of college assemblies is more potent than 
that of high school, for here students are not as closely 
united as in the lower grades.

At the present writing, the outlook for basketball is 
exceedingly bright, with a record turnout of 35 candi- 
dates. This season the college hoopsters will be confronted 
with competition in the new Orange Empire conference.

When the call for college track artists is 
voiced next month, Coach Cook will have some of the best 
talent that has ever graced the ranks of Santa Ana Col- 
lege. 

Without a doubt this season’s track team will be the 
strongest ever to don spikes and will be captained by 
Doyle Gilbert, veteran star broad-jumper. As yet no sche- 
dule for the track season has been released, but many of 
the candidates have started to limber their legs in pre- 
paration for the coming season. The hurdles and sprints 
will be the hardest places to fill on the squad, according 
to Coach Cook. Bert Wilkins at present is the most likely 
candidate for sprint honors; he is left alone in this field 
by George Blewitt, who will concentrate on the low hur- 
dles and the quarter mile. Last year Blewitt transferred 
to the quarter mile event after having spent most the 

“season in the longer sprints, and showed a great deal of 
possibilities in the one-lap run. 

Other members who are either returning lettermen or 
former high school stars are as follows: 

Captain Doyle Gilbert—Last year Gilbert went through 
the season without a defeat in the broad-jumping event, 
and was consistant over 22 feet. He holds the college 
record at 22 feet, five inches, and with a few preliminary 
meets, should better this distance. 


Tom Cone—Tommy was one of the best half-milers 
that ever donned a suit for Santa Ana high school and 
won his letter two years ago in college, but layed off 
track events for a year, and is now returning and will 
probably run the two-mile. 

Bob Durbin—Last vear “Durby” won his letter in the 
two-mile event and this season plans to concentrate on the 
one-mile grind and has high hopes of filling the vacancy 
left by Tom Donahue. last year’s captain who starred in 
the four-lap race. 

Paul Jacques—-Paul Jacques is the last of the three Jac- 
ques brothers to high jump for a Don track team. His two 
brothers, Bob and Art, both held the college record in 
the order named, the latter holding the present record of 
six feet. two and one quarter inches. Paul won the state 
championship in the high jump last year at the 
sensational height of six feet. four and one- 
quarter inches. 

Carl Schoenberg—Once in shape, Carl can 
give any man in the league a hard race in the 
one-lap event. He won his letter two years in 
high school and probably will win a varsity let- 
ter here in junior college. 

Ervin Watkins—Ervin is one of the returning 
lettermen and will try the javelin as well as his 
favorite event, the 880 yard run, this season. 

Bert Wilkins—A returning monogram winner 
from last year’s team, Wilkins should return 
to his old form of making 10 flat in the 100 yard 
dash. 

James Daneri—-—Jim was captain and a star 
on last year’s Santa Ana high school team, and is a ver- 
satile athlete, being a consistant scorer in five events, low 
hurdles, quarter-mile, javelin, discus and shot-put. 

Paul Jungkeit—-Paul was broad-jump champion of the 
Orange League last year when he starred on the Anaheim 
cinder team. He was consistent: between twenty-one and 
twenty-two feet and should prove an able mate of Cap- 
tain Gilbert. 

Merrill Bauer—Bauer is a product of Coach Stewart 
White's Orange high school championship team of last 
season. He placed in the sprints and should repeat in the 
collgee competition. 

Martin Lorenzen-—Last- year Martin placed in the 
Orange League and should be good for around six feet 
this season in the high jump.

This is a short synopsis of general 
types and the make-up they should 
use.

Santa Ana made its second and 
final score soon after “Gib” Mei- 
singer, brilliant end, blocked a Los 
Angeles punt on fourth down, which 
gave the ball to Santa Ana regard- 
less of the fact that the Cubs re- 
covered. On the next play Siracusa 
hit right tackle for six yards, Sea- 
cord went through for two more, 
and on the next play, Siracusa cross- 
ed the goal standing up, on a dash 
around right end. The Padres again 
threatened to score in the last few 
minutes of play, only to be stopped 
on the one-foot line. 


The final game of the season was 
the annual grudge battle with the 
Fullerton Yellowjackets, and after 
the final smoke had cleared away, 
the Hornets stood conqueror of the 
Dons, 19 to 12.
